THE TELFAIR ACADEMY. 


What a Visitor Thinks of Savannah’s Collec- 
‘tion of Pictures and Statuary. 


From The Savannah News. 

So immersed are we in the utilitarian de- 
mands of thie mercenary age that we are 
becoming indifferent to the higher elements 
of our nature. We are losing what has 
been ‘the distinguishing characteristic of the 
south and what has long been her tradi- 
tional pride. ‘Before the world she has 
stood on an elevated plane, holding in her 
right hand culture and beauty and in her 
left hand courage and chivalry. There is 
today an inereasing tendency to . bring 
her down from her pinnacle and lead her 
into the grosser walks of traffic. The prac- 
tical pureuits obliterate the aesthetics of 
life and there are very few who'are willing 
to cease in the mercenary march of greed 
and gain and:linger in the arcades of 
beauty and of art. For this reason the 

ericans, in comparison with other na-, 
tions, are to a great extent devoid of the 
delecate appreciation of the arts, with which 
constant association alone can engender. 

It was believed by the Romans that the 
only way to imbue their people with lofty 
sentiments and high aims was to surround 
them with temples and towers of grandeur, 
and to adorn the ordinary paths of life with 
pictires and statuary. ey desired that 
the atmosphere of art should permeate alike 
the path of the peasant and the prince. 
Even today we see there in deserted villas 
the crumbling glories of a nation dead. We 
see in places, neglected for centuries, fres- 
coes that still glow upon damp, moldering 
walls and coinices and broken mosaics are 
found in old halls where cattle are now 
stabled and fed. The beggar wey Sale asleep 
at the foot of some nameless Madonna, or 
beside a. broken fountain. The market 
woman rests.her, pannier of olives and 
oranges against columns that bear the carv- 
ings of some artist who has passed into 
silence. It is by such constant communion 
of those people with the works of beauty 
that the spirit of art and poetry mellows 
their daily toil. ‘Insensibly they absorb the 
spirit of the poet and painter. Just as the 
hydra lily blooms on the bosom of the stag- 
nant pool, and prisons in its creamy leaves 
the poison of its migsmatic surroundings 
so we imbibe into our natures the character 
of our environments. For this reason there 
is an ineffable charm in the face of the Itel- 
ian and gentleness beneath the fire of his 
impetuous nature. In the depths of his 
starry, passionate eyes and in his tender lips 
he seems to carry the cradled art of his 
native land. 

_Julius II so strongly advocated the be- 
lief that the surroundings of a people exerted 
an influence for good or for evil, that he be- 
came as distinguished for the encourage- 
ment of the arts as his ambition was im- 
perious and unbounded in the exercise of 
sovereign power. He believed that learn- 
ing elevated the lower classes and stamped 
the highest value on nobility. He sur- 
rounded ‘himself with ‘men of genius and 
had public parks and gardens beautified by 
their works. Amid these surroundings the 
women worked and the children played; 
their rugged natures. became softened 
‘and ‘from groveling thoughts they were 
raised into an ideal state. ; 

Within the past decade America has made 
rapid advancement in art. The cities of 
the north and west have public galleries 
that are equal to many of those in the old 
world; but the south—what are we doing to 
keep up that spirit of culture which is in- 
herent to her people? Alas, but little. 

We have been torn, bruised and impov- 
erished, it is true, but we are fast recuper- 
ating. Vast amounts of money are in- 
vested in princely houses and costly furni- 
ture, while of the walls of those homes we 
often see gaudy chromos and cheap prints.. 
This evinces the low standard of art cul- 
ture in the “new gouth.”’ 

As an art center the city of Savannah 
stands pre-eminent, on account of possess- 
ing an art academy and gallery that are un- 
equaled in the south. The building, also a 
sufficient sum of money for its founding, 
was the gift of Miss Telfair, a daughter of 
one of the historic atd distinguished fami- 
lies of the state. The classic old city had 
those who valued the donation, and in Gen. 
Heyry R. Jackson, Colonel George A 
Metcer, Judge Falligant, Judge Harden and 
other distinguished gentlemen were found 


worthy adherents and supporters, who by 
their encouragement assisted in raising the 
gallery to its present high standard. - 

~ The first step that assured the success of 
this gallery was the selection of Mr. Cari 
L. Brandt as director. To the improvement 
of this gallery he has dedicated many years 
of his life with pride and devotion. This 
has produced an incalculable effect upon the 
art in that city, and “has diffused h 
the medium of his influence an increased 
interest in art culture. 

a painter, Mr. Brandt has few supe- 
riors. is works display inexhaustible fer- 
tility of invention, wonderful depth and 
_brilliancy of color, and a most elaborate 
and polished finishin®. 

As a sculptor he possesses grandeur of 
conception and a profound knowledge of 
form. One of his works—“The Head of 
Christ” in “alto relievo”—that now adorns 
the gallery. is alone sufficient to glorify the 
name of the artist. It is a genius that is 
Godlike, that san chisel from rough stone, 
or mold from clay, the dew of death, the 
story of the passion, and the morn of the 
ressurrection. This has been done in the 
“Head of Christ” by Carl Brandt. So long

I most admire, it is the distribution of power 
between the states and general government.

This is our invention aad is altogether our o 
and I consider it to te the greatest improve- 
ment which has been made in the science of 
government, after the division of power into 
legislative, executive and judic Without 
it free states in the present condition of the 
world could not exis!, or must have existed 
without safety or ‘responsibility. If lim- 
ited to & small territory they 
must be crushed by the great monarchi- 
cal powers or exist only at their discretion, 
but if extended over 4 great surface the con- 
centration of power patronage necessary 
for government would =< ip Mew in terror.

The Cotton Outlook. 
From The Jacksonville Tmes-Thaioa. 

Regarding the holding of conventions for 
the purpose of influencing the cotton planters 
to keep down their acrenge, such as were 
held at Memphis last week and a year before, 
the most that can be said with confidence is 
that they can do no harm and may do some 
good. Jt is cigimed by the promoters of these 
movements that the reduced acreage of last 
year was due largely to the action of the 
convent'on that was. held in the spring. If 
such was the case it was wise to hold another 
convention this year. 

It pould be interesting to know how many 
acres less were planted in cotton last year 
than would have been planted if the resolu- 
tions adopted by tle convention had not been 
published. There are stme who hold that 
the size of last year’s crop was determined 
altogether by other agencies, and that 
the size of this year’s crop will be determined 
in like manner. - 

A year ago the price of cotton was so low 
and the planters’ prospects were so gloomy 
that the merrharts refused to make their 
nsuai lib¢ral advances. These circumstances 
det*raiine. the planters in davanco of the 
convention to buy buf little fertifizer and to 
devote a.considerable portion of their cotton 
lacd to ¢orn and other crops.. Now the con- 
ditions are very different. After a season of 
retrenchment, acd after obtaining good prices 
for the cotton and cotton seed the planters 
find themselves with more money in their 
pockets and with better credit. The inevit- 
able result will be a largely increased acreage. 
That the planters are resolved on this is 
proved by the fact that their orders for fer- 
tilizers aré one-third greater than they were 
a year ago. The demand exceeds the supply. 
The scarcity and high price of fertilizers will 
do more than any convelhtio. to keep down 
the cotton acreage. 

It is believed also that many planters will 
find themselvys embarrassed by lack of seed. 
The extraordinarily high prices that have 
been offered for cotton seed has caused the 
sate of so large a proportion of it that in 
some sections there has not been saved enough 


} for, planting. However it is not likely that 


this wil! have any material effect on the 
acreage. 

As to long staple cotton, production has 
Been falling off from year to year for the 
simple reaso that sea island cannot compete 
w'th Egyptian cotton imported free cf duty. 
Its cheap foreign. rival has forced the price 
below what is considered the cost of produc- 
tion. One-third of last year’s crop still re- 
maine at the primary markets, and the total 
crop was ot over 42,000 bales. The long 
staple has ceased almost entirely to be grown 
in South Carolina, and the same will be the 
Case ‘before lorg in Georgia and Florida. 
This is a result of republican protection dis- 
criminuting in favor of republican manufac- 
tures.

CHANCELLOR BOGG'S ADDRESS. 


In Making @ Point He Refers to the Exami- 
nation Troubles. 


The general normal ‘class of the public 
school teachers and others interested in the 
discussion of higher education met yester- 
day morning at Browning hall. The feature 
of the day was the address of Dr. William 
E. Boggs, chancellor of the University of 

gia. 

He spoke in main after having been intro- 
duced by Major Slaton, of the relation which 
should be in existance between the pupil and 
its teacher and described the ideal teacher. 

“I take it for granted,” said Chancellor 
Boggs in the course of his remarks, “that 
all of you have read up on the public school 
system in the Uni States. If ‘you are 
enga in reading on this line you should 
by all means secure, if only the temporary 
possession, a copy of the December I oruln, 
which contains an exhaustive discourse by 
Professor ~—, of Harvard college.” 

He spoke of some of the points which 
are_ecspecially neglected by e. teachers. 

“We don’t do as we ought,” said he 
“in regard to cultivating the o servational 

s of the children in our care. We 
ould foster their observation, recording 
powers, ju t and reasoning. The ide 
teacher, I hold, should possess that cardinal 
virtue—justice. I know that we often feel 
either a pity or perhaps love for certain 
pupils and we fee) constrained to be less 
severe wu them tha@n upon others, but 
the foundation of the ideal teacher is jus- 
tice. You have observed what a keen intu- 
ition a little child has of injustice and how 
quick he is to believe that he is made the 
victim of a small amount of temporary au- 
thority. If we are going to do what we 
assume to do when we take the place of a 
teacher, our foundation will be qearice. 
giving an example of the different na- 
tu ad to e, especially students, the chancel- 
lor referred to the late trouble at the univer- 
sity in regard to an examination which took 
place there. 

“An examination,” related Chancellor 
Boggs, “‘was given by one of the professors 
at the request of ofessors H. and ‘ 
After the examination was finished the 

rofessor took all the papers and placed 

em in a desk in the room, or office of 
Professor H., which was adjoining the 
studyroom. The professor then went out 
for a walk and was gone twenty minutes. 
He returned to find the papers missing 
and all search proved futile. The professor 
then remarked in the presence of two of the 
boys, a thing that he sho not have done 
that were he Professors H. or S. he wou 
give them another examination and such 
a difficult one that not a boy would pass 
up. At this one of the boys rove and said: 

“Tf Professor H. announces that he in- 
tends to do such a thing I will merely refuse 
to take the examination. I took this recent 
examination in all faith and was not 
the one who destroyed the papers. All 
should not be made to suffer gor the wrongs 


of one. 
“* ‘Well, said the second boy, ‘if he adopts 
that policy I will take the examination 
and do my best just as I did in the last 
one, but never again tp, my life will I have 
the least respect for éssot H.’ 

“Thus you can see how wine the temper- 
aments of different people differ and how 
absolutely necessary it is to be above all 
else just in the highest sense of justice.” 

Dr. spoke also of the position the 
teacher held towards the child and aaid that 
it was only second to

The head of the Chicago police depart- 
ment have hit mn a happy scheme for 
protecting the visitors to the fair from the 
robbers, and it remains to be seen how it 

will work. | 

The scheme is to have two competnt dd- 
tectives, who are well up to snuff, from every 
city of 20,000 inhabitants in the country, 
and from the foreign countries. Atlanta 
will be there. Chief Connolly will detail 
two of his best men to attend and keep up 
with the crooks who may go from this 


city. 

The patie Beery from Captain Jolin 
Bonfield, the famed leader of the police 
forces in the Haymarket riots, explains the 


scheme: 

A. B. Connolly, Chief of Police, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: In view of the expected influx 
of visitors to the world’s*fair in this city this 
summer, and the necessity of properly pro- 
tecting them from the erfgainal classes who 
will no doubt concentrate here at that time, 
I am led to address you, asking your hearty 
co-operation and assistance. 

The fair not being loca! in any sense, but 
national and universal in its character, its 
success in every way appeals to the pride of 
Americans, and that honorable pride, in the 
endeavor to sectre the best leads to this com- 
munication. 

To this department will be given the pro- 
tection of our visitors from lawbreakers while 
within the gates. A force consisting of at 
least two of the most rienced men from 
each city of 25,000 inhabitants and over, from 
every state in the union, and from the prin- 
cipal cities of the foreign countries, would 
be a model and efficient one; and therefore I 
would respectfully ask that two men of 
worth and experience be assigned here from 
your city, the home department paying their 
regular salary ane : the poss qtumpaian 
Exposition paying eir transportation an 
make an allowance of $50 per month for ex- 
pen 


ses, 
Two plans have been suggested to the 
council of administration. One I ve at- 
tempted to outline, the other is to employ 
men who had some experience from the vari- 
ous cities and states in the union; these men 
to be da fixed salary without any allow- 
ance for transportation and expenses.

THE FACTS ABOUT DIRECT TAX 
The Death of Mr, Juinker—The News of 
: the Day Given in Short 
e Paragraphs. 


Macon, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)—There 
has been filed in Bibb superior court 
an indention of trust between the Metropol- 
itan Street Railway Company of Macon 
and the Southern Banking and Trust Com-- 
pany of Atlanta to secure the first mort- 
gage 6 per cent gold bonds of said railroad 
company. At a’meeting of the stockhold- 
ers Of the railroad, it was agreed to issue 
$60,000 of. first mortgag bonds payable in 
thirty years for the purpose of raising finds 
to pay the indebtedness of the railroad, and 


it was further agreed by the stockholders 


to deliver to the Southern Banking and 
Trust Company of Atlanta, as trustee for 
the bondholders, a mortgage or deed of trust 
creating a first lien on all the property, 
rights and franchises.of the road. The 
bonds may be redeemed at the expiration 
of two years and before maturity by the 
payment of the pribciple and 5 per cent 


premium thereon and accrued interest. The 


mortgage or deed of trust may contain a 
sinking fund provision requiring the com- 
pany, commencing in the third: year of the 
time of said bonds, to pay the trustee an- 
nu ‘aR amount in cash sufficient .to call 
and redeem at the rate aforesaid, a certain 
number of outstanding bonds as especially 
fixed in said. mortgage.

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The President's Address. 

' The inaugural address of President 
Cleveland, delivered yesterday before a 
wast multitude at Washington, is a nota- 
ble effort, and the policy outlined will be 
read with unusual interest, as indicating 
the drift of purpose of the new adminis 
tration. 

He speaks openly and to the point, and 
‘on the great question of tariff reform he 
is not less outspoken than. when, but lit 
tle more than six years ago, he wrote his 
famous tariff reform message, which, 
while probably resulting in his defeat in 
the election following, proved the certain 
guarantee of his return to the white house 
as the successor of the man who defeated 
him four years ago. 

On the question of finance, Mr. Cleve- 
land declares emphatically in favor of a 
sound and stable currency, without going 
into detail as to how this is to be best as- 
sured. Of course his declaration in this 
behalf will meet with the approval of the 
whole country, for whether democrats, 
republicans, populists or mugwumps, the 
people of all parties unite in favoring a 
sound apd stable currency. Whatever 
may be Mr. Cleveland’s views as to the 
most satisfactory solution of the financial 
question, All conflicting elements can ac- 
cept his broad premise as a safe one on 
which to build such remedial legislation 
as is demanded. There is nothing in Mr. 
Cleveland’s remarks to indicate that the 
promise of the democratic party to extend | 
equal justice to both gold and silver, in 
the free coinage of both at a parity to be 
adjusted on a proper basis, will not be 
redeemed by his administration. Some of 
Mr. Cleveland’s rash friends, who aré en- 
deavoring to shape the currency of this 
country on a European basis and to com- 
mit it to the precarious direction of Wall 
street-influences, have been outspoken as 
to what Mr. Cleveland proposed to do. 
We are gratified to observe that Mr. 
Cleveland has not met their expectations 
in his inaugural address, and while they 
may construe his remarks as bearing out 
their assertions, The Constitution accepts 
them as being delivered in good faith, 
with a view to redeeming the pledge of 
the party made at Chicago. 

What Mr. Cleveland says of the dan- 
yer of paternalism in government, of the 
necessity of economy in the admiunistra- 
tion of national affairs, of the danger of 
trusts and monopolies, and of the great 
publid demand for a tariff for revenue 
only, will meet with emphatic endorse- 
ment throughout the country. He talks 
with genuine democratic vigor on these 
topics, and he'cannot do better than to 
keep them prominently before the eyes 
of the lawmakers who are to act with 
him in shaping the destiny of the country 
for the next few years, and perhaps for 
many years, for it is now within the 
power of the democratic party to root its 
principles so deeply in the federal fabric 
tliat they will tighten their hold with the 
years. 

Of the civil serviee, Mr. Cleveland is not 
less outspoken than usual. His words on 
this subject will carry but little comfort 
to the vast army of office seekers who 
look upon the victory of their party as a 
kind of divine guarantee that the office 
holders of the defeated administration 
must give place to the successful party. . 
Mr. Cleveland is not of this line of think- 
ing, and he does not hesitate to say so. 
He extols the virtue of civil service re- 
form, exhorts on the demoralizing mad- 
ness for spoils, and clearly indicates that 

party consideration will not be recognized 
in applications for office. 

The emphasis of Mr. Cleveland’s expres- 
sions on the civil service must hiave fallen 
with dampening effect on the ardor of the 
‘undreds of thousands of office seekers 
who thronged the east front of the capitol 
yesterday. 

The office seeker should stay at home. 

(Thisis not the year for him, and it is 
eruel that he should allow himself to be- 
come fascinated by fond hopes which can- 
not materialize. 

In other words, we have entered, in 
truth, upon an era of civil service reform.

And now the question is, what will it do 
for the average citizen—the wage-worker 
whose vote has contributed to the. tri 
umph of democracy? 

The question.cannot be answered just 
now. If the will of the party, as ex- 
pressed in its platform, is carried out, it 
is safe to predict an era of good times. 
If the party just regaining power goes to 
work in earnest without delay for tariff 
and financial reform the masses will soon 
feel the beneficial effects of the new pol- 
icy. On the other hand, if the pledges 
made in our platform are not promptly 
fulfilled it goes without saying that there 
will be no improvement in existing con- 
ditions, and thé discontent of the people 
will cause the next four years to be ex- 
ceedingly stormy. 

Even under the best. administration men 
should not expect too much. Their pros- 
perity largely depends upon their indus- 
try, economy and wisely directed enter- 
prise. No statute can supply the lack of 
these requisites. It is. well to bear this 
in mind. Whether we have a republican 
or a democratic administration, the aver- 
age citizen must work hard, save hig 
dimes and do his level best. The thing 
to do now is to settle down to business 
and get rid of the idea that a change of 
party rule will abolish poverty and make 
money abundant with those who neither 
toil nor save, nor have anything to sell, 
nor any collateral that will bring the 
cash. a 


A Cloud in the East,

with ‘any degree of interest the curious 
political developments of the past two 
or three months must have been struck 
by the wonderful change that has re- 
cently taken place {nm the attitude of that 
class of political economists in New York 
and the New England states ‘that claims 
to be the custodian of all that is worth 
knowing in political economy. The 
change is amusing as well as wonderful. 

It is not many weeks since these mug- 
wumps and goldolators were rampant 
free-traders.

There is no better way of eliminating the 
unworthy element of vhe unfortunate 
class soliciting help, and the work pro- 
posed in the shape of locating and 
registering the honest poor cannot fail to 
do good. 

Atlanta should stand by this 
tion and aid it in its work. It is 
thing for the poor and it protects our 
people :frony impostors.

TROUP COUNTY'S VISITATION. 


A Graphic Description of the Cyclone’s Visi- 
tation to the Nicinity of LaGrange. 

LaGrange, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)—La- 
Grange had the heaviest rain and most vio- 
lent wind storm ever experienced last night. 
This morning early rumors became rife 
and startling in regard to a terrible cyclone 
in the lower part of Troup county. As 
the morning advanced, the people commenc- 
ed coming in from the country and ‘their 
reports, though meager, told a tale of de- 
vastation and woe. Not being able to 
hear anything definite, your correspondent, 
by noon, secured a double team and accom- 
panied by Mr. J. H. Cotter, set out for 
the course of that terror, the cyclone. 

The first place visited was the plantation 
of Mr. William Hairston, where it was re- 
ported that his son, Mr. James T. Hairston, 
was killed... The scene upon our arrival 
beggared description to those who have 
never seen the work of a cyclone—there 
can be no adequate. description given. 
Trees, houses, barns, fences, sheds—in fact, 
almost everything standing was blown down 
and torn to pieces. Young Mr. Hairston 
was not killed but was badly injured and 
fears are still entertained as to his recovery.

The above map, which is furnished by 
the weather bureau station in Atlanta and 
prepared by M. Park Morrill, from tele- 
graphic observations made during the day, 
give a fair idea of the movement of the 
storm and clearly indicates the division in 
its track and the point in Alabama where 
a part started northward and passed At- 
lanta, and a part continued with frightful 
results in a direct easterly course, playing 
such havoc in ‘Troup, Mertwether and Pike 
counties. 

It will be interesting to observe in the

The snow had ceased falling but the wind 
was blowing half a gale as the head of the 
procession emerged from the entrance. On 
the broad plaza in front of the capitol, was 
the great platorm with a seating capacity 
of over 2,500.

Had the ‘atmospherie condition been any- 
thing like favorable instead of being as bad 
as could possibly be, there would probably 
have been sixty thousand men and a num- 
ber of women marching on riding in the 
parade, as against twenty-five thousand in 
1885.

thereby emphasized the complete restora- 
tion of national unity. More interesting 
and significant even than this, perhaps, in 
the eyes of other nations and the historian, 
were the manifestationg of the marvelous 
growth of-the country ‘in population and 
power, and the fagt that this momentous and 
majestic change in the government of 65,- 
000,000 of people was accomplished ac- 
cording to a cut-and-dried formula, every 
step of which was planned and publicly an- 
nounced beforehand, and without notice- 
able disturbance of public interests or the 
creation of any excitement except that 
naturally accompanying a great national 
pageant and the influx of two or three 
hundred thousand sightseers into the capi- 
tal. - 

The order of proceeding was almost iden- 
tically the same as four years ago, with the 
action of the chief participants reversed, 
and it differed very little, except in the ex- 
tent of the demonstration, from the cere- 
monies of eight years ago, which brought 
Mr. Cleveland to Washington (on the 2d 
of March, 1885,) for the first time in his 
public career. Time and that ‘“capacious 
urn” of death which “keeps every name 
in motion,” had. wrought many changes in 
the interim, however. The most dramatic 
incident connected with Mr. Cleveland’s 
first inauguration was the passage by the 
house of representatives, under the skillful 
management of Speaker Randall, of the

Grant on the retired list of the army with 
the rank and pay of a full general; Presi- 
dent. Arthur’s nomination of the lying 
hero to the position thus created, and the

of the nation to Benjamin Harrison, con- 
spicuous in the distinguished throng -par- 
ticipating in the ceremonies in the senate 
chamber were ex-Vice President Hamlin, 
General Tecumseh Sherman, James G: 
Blaine, Willi Windom and John C. 
Fremont, each of whom has since passed 
to his reward. What changes another 
four years may bring none may divine, 
but the experience of the past is eloquent 
in its suggestiveness of the possibilities of 
the future. 

There are four great leading features of 
inauguration day: The closing hours of 
congress, into which so much lawmaking 
and history are frequently crowded; -the 
ride of the retiring president and the pres- 
ident and vice president-elect with their 
mnilitary escort from the white house to 
the capitol to lay down and take up the 
reins of power respectively; the pageant 
of the returning procession and review af- 
ser the ceremonies of jpauguration are 
over; and the inaugural ball at night. 
Since bit old John Adams, gripsack in 
hand, “slid” out of the white house in 
the early morning dawn of March 4, 1801, 
to avoid extending to his hated? rival, 
Thomas Jefferson, the hospitalities of the

for seating several thousand people. This |

The Ride to the Capitol. 

While this had been going on in the sen- 
ate chamber the chief actors of the drama 
had been gathering. 

It was shortly. after 11 o’clock when 
President-elect Cleveland and Vice Presi- 
dent-elect Stevenson, accompanied by the 
senate committee on arrangements, entered 
the executive mansion. They were re 
ceived by President Harrison in the blue 
room. Five minutes later the president 
and his successor reappeared and entered 
an open carriage and the march of the 
procession to the capitol began. 

President Harrison wore an overcoat 
with fur collar and cuffs. Cleveland’s over 
coat had a plain velvet collar. Both, of 
course, wore silk hats. 

They rode in President Harrison’s car 
riage, drawn by four bay horses. William 
Willis, who has driven the president’s car 
wiage for three years, handled the reins. 

There was no abafement of the storm 
and. the ride to «he capitol was through 
a fast falling snow, whirled in frequent 
gusts of high wind. But, notwithstanding 
the inclemency of the weather, Mr. Cleve 
land’s hat was off frequently in response 
to the enthusiastic cheers of the “unterri- 
fied,” who swarmed the sidewalks, un 
mindful of the discomfort. : 

The presidential party with their milita- 
ry escort then came in sight of the eastern 
entrance of the capitol a few minutes after 
12 o'clock. 

A large crowd had assembled at the east 
front and cheered loudly as Mr. Cleveland 
approached. He went in by the basement 
entrance in order to avoid the somewhat 
slippery steps outside. From the moment 
he descended from the carriage he was 
received. with lusty cheers. and when he 
entered the senate wing the cheers from 
the outside gave way to an ovation. 

Mr. Hairison entered the president’s 
room, where he spent some time signing 
bills. Mesgps. Cleveland and Stevenson, 
in the meantiitie, were entertained at a buf- 
fet lunch in the vicé president's room. 

The Exercises Begin. 

The closing scenes in the senate today 
were very interesting. From the time the 
doors opened at 10 o’clock this morning un- 
til they were closed on account of lack of 
room at 11 o'clock, the people poured in., 
The galleries were packed and jammed un- 
til standing room was not to be fonud. The 
diplomatic corps galler was full to overflow 
ing. 

The space alloted to Mr. Cleveland’s par 
ty was soon filled. Mrs. Cleveland arriv- 
ed early. Her entree was so quiet that few 
people knew she was present until some time 
after. She was accompanied by her 
mother. They occupied the front seats in 
the gallery. Mrs. Cleveland chatted and 
bowed to her friends all over the hall. She 
has lost none of her personal charms and 
is as sweet as when four years ago she wae 
the first lady of the land. Just back of 
Mrs. Cleveland was Mrs. Vice President 
Stevenson, with her three daughters. Then 
came the different ladies of the cabinet, 
and friends. 

Early in the morning every member of the 
senate, who could be possibly be in attend- 
ence, was on hand. Senator Colquitt was not 
present, but it was not Ris fault. He wanted 
to attend but his physician positively pro- 
hibited it.. Bwerything was bustle and con- 
fusion. Every few minutes bills signed by 
the president were presented, immediately 
followed bill after bill from the house.

dent that the time was too short, so the old 
venerable father of time, Captain Bassett, 
turned back the hands of the clock forty- 
eight minutes.

The Senate’s Extra Session. 

As he closed his remarks Mr Stevenson 
lirected tlie secretary of the senate to read 
the president’s proclamation convening 
the senate in extraordinary session. Mr. 
McCook read the proclamation; then the 
senators newly elected or re-elected, were 
invited by the vice president to come for- 
ward and take the oath of office. 

They did so, and each escorted by his 
colleague, and the oath was solemnly ad- 
ministered by the vice president, the sena- 
tors afterwards subscribing the same at 
the clerk’s desk. 

All the preliminaries having been duly 
disposed of, the vice president directed the 
sergeant-at-arms to proceed to the execu- 
tion of the order of the senate relative to 
the inauguration of the president of the 
United States. 

To the East Portico. 

The procession to the east portico of the 
capitol was then begun. 

An immense throng had been gathered 
at the east end of the senate wing of the 
capitol, since 8 o'clock in the morning in de- 
fiance of danger to health. The snowstorm 
subsided towards noon, but the temperature 
lowered and a northwest wind blew bitter- 
ly. The sun made several ineffectual ef- 
forts to pierce the clouds with only partial 
sucess. Troops arrived at the noon hour. 
and filled up the place reserved for them 
while several photographers planted them- 
selves in the box house enclosing the Wash- 
ington statue and prepared to take a pic- 
ture of the wintry scene. The patience of 
the crowd was at last rewarded and about 
1:30 o'clock the arrival of Mrs. Cleveland, 
wirs. Perrine and other members of the 
presidential party, betoken the early ap- 
pearance of the president-elect. There 
were about fifty ladies and gentlemen in 
the Cleveland party and they were shown 
to two rows of chairs reserved for them up- 
on a covered stand, immediately behind the 
presidential enclosure. 

About 1:35 o’clock, the doors leading into 
the rotunda to the central portico of the 
jnaugural stand swung open and Marshal 
Ransdell, of the District of Columbia, and 
Marshal Wright, of the United States su- 
preme court, appeared heading the proces- 
gion. Ex-Vice President Morton and Chief 
Justice Fuller, and justices of the supreme 
court, except Judges Blatchford, Field and 
Harlan, came next. Then came Sergeant- 
at-arms Valentine and Senators Teller, Mc- 
Pherson and Ransom, of the committee of 
arrangements, presiding President Harri- 
gon amd President-elect Cleveland who whik- 
ed side by side. Behind the incoming and 
outgoing president followed members of 
the senate and an unusually large contin- 
gent from the' diplomatic corps, members of 
the house of representatives, governors of 
states and other official persons. 

The president and president-elect, vice 
President Morton, Chief Justice Fuller and 
the committee of arrangements were shown 
to the front of the platform where, witbin 
a railed enclosure, had been laid a bright, 
green carpet, upon which had been placed 
large leather covered chairs, several tables, 
kn reading desk and other furnishings, which 
gave a bright touch to the scene. 

Mr. Cleveland, who was warmly greeted 
by the patient throng, gathered about the 
stand, and, after a few minutes of delay, 
stepped to the front and began the delivery 
of his inaugural address. He followed the 
same course pursued by himself eight years 
ago of delivering his address first and tak- 
ing the oath afterwards. 

Notwithstanding the exceedingly inclem- 
ent weather, Mr. Cleveland removed his 
silk hat, and, with bare head,’ addressed 
the multitude. He kept his overcoat on 
and secured what warmth he could for the 
fingers of his right hand by keeping it in 
his overcoat pocket, holding his hat at his 


_ side in his left hand which was protected 


. 


from the weather by a glove. The wind had 
been rising and turning colder ever since 
noon and Mr. Cleveland’s task must 
have been attended with considerable per- 
sonal discomfort, but he gave no sign of it 
and steadily continued his address until 
the close. 

He said: 

The Inaugural Address. 

My Fellow Citizens: In obedience to the 
mandate of my countrymen I am about to ded- 
icate myself to their service under the sanc- 
tion of a solemn oath. Deeply moved by the 
expression of confidence and personal attach- 
ment which has called me to this service, I 
am sure my gratitude can make no ‘better 
return than the pledge I now give before 
God and these witnesses of my unreserved 
and complete devotion to the interests and 
welfare of those who have honored me and 
I deem it fitting on this occasion while in- 
dicating the opinions I hold concerning pub- 
lic questions of present importance, to also 
briefly refer to the existence of certain con- 
ditions and tendencies among our people, 
which seem to menace the integrity and use- 
fuiness of our government. 

Symptoms of Insidious Infirmity. 

While every American citizen must contem: 
plate the utmost pride, the growth and ex- 
pansion of our country, the sufficiency of 
our institutions to stand against the rudest 
shocks of violence, the wonderful thrift and 
enterprise of Our people and the demonstrated 
superiority of free government, it behooves 
us to constantly watch for every symptom of 
insidious infirmity that threatens our nation- 
al vigor. The strong man who in the con- 
fidence ‘of sturdy health courts the sternest 
activities of, life, and rejoices in the hardi- 
hood of constant labor, may still have lurk- 
ing near his vitals the unheeded disease that 
dooms him to sudden collapse. 

A Sound ard Stable Currengey. 

It cannot be doubted that our stupendous 
achievements as a people and our country’s 
robust strength have given rise to the heed- 
lessness of those laws governing our national 
health, which we can no more evade than 
human life can escape the laws of God and 
ature, and manifestly nothing is more vital 
to our supremacy as a nation and to the 
benificient purposes of our government than a 
sound and stable currency. 

Its exposure to degradation should at once 
arouse to activity the most enlightened states- 
manship, and the danger of depreciation in 


.the purchasing power of wages paid to toil 


should furnish the strongest incentive to 
prompt and conservative perception. 
In dealing with our present embarrassing 


situation as related to this subject we will 


be wise if we temper our confidence and 
faith in our national strength and. resources 


with the frank- concession. that even these. 


will not permit us to defy with impunity the 
inexorable laws of finance and trade. 

At the same time in our effort to adjust 
the difference of. opinion, we should be free 
from intolerance. or passion, and our judg- 
ments should be unmoved by alluring phrases 
‘and unvexed by selfish interests. I am con- 
fident that such an approach to the subject 


will result in prudent and effective remedial 


legislation. ~ 

In thé meantime, so far as the executive 
branch of the government can intervene, 
none of the powers with which jt is invest- 
ed will be withheld when their exercise ts 


deemed necessary to maintain our national 


credit or avert financial disaster. : 
Special Privileges to None, — 
Closely related to the exaggerated confi- 


dence in our country’s greatness, which tends ||} 


to = disregard of the rules of national s& 


the people.. It degrades to the purposes of 
the wily, the plan of rule of our fathers—es- 
tablished and bequeathed to us an object 
of our love and veneration. 

It perverts the patriotic sentiment of our 
countrymen, and tempts them to the pitiful 
calculation of sordid gain to be derived from 
their government’s maintenance. It wunder- 


ttingly to this service. While { 


no surrender of principle, our 
task must be undertaken wisely and without 
vindictiveness. Our mission is not punish- 
ment, but ratification of wrongs. If in lift- 
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mines the self reliance of our people, and 
substitutes in its place dependence upon gov- 
arnmemtal favoritism and stupefies every 
ennobling trait of American citizenship. 

The lessons of paternalism ought to be un- 
learned and the better lesson taught that 
while the people should particularly and cheer- 
fully support their government, its functions 
do not include the support of the people. 

The Question of Subsidies. 

The acceptance of this principle leads to the 
refusal of bounties and subsidies, which bur. 
den the labor and thrift of a portion of our 
citizens to aid ill-advised or languishing enter. 
prises in which they have no concern. It 
leads, also, to the challenge of wild and reck: 
less pension expenditures, which overlaps the 
bounds of grateful recognition of patriotic 
service and prostitutes to vicious uses the 
people’s prompt and generous impulse to aid 
those disabled in their country’s defense. Ev 
ery thoughful American must realize the im 
portance of checking at its beginning any 


tendency, in public or private station, to re | 


gard frugality and economy as virtues whict 
we may safely outgrow. The toleration oil 
this idea results in the waste of the people’s 
money by their chosen servants, and encour- 
ages prodigality and extravagance in the 
home life of our countrymen. Under our 
scheme of government: a waste of public 
money is a crime against the citizens, anc 
the contempt of our people for economy and 
frugality in their persona) affairs, deplorably 
saps the strength and sturdiness of our na- 
tional character. : 
And Civil Service Reform. 

It ig the plain dictate of honesty and good 
governmént that public expenditures should 
be limited by public necessity, and that this 
should be measured by the rules of strict 
economy; and it is equally clear that frugal- 
ity among the people is the best guaranty 
of the contented and strong support of free 
institutions. One mode of misappropriation 
of public funds is . avoided when 
appointments to office instead of the rewards 
of partisan activity, are awarded to those 
whose efficiency promises a fair return of 
work for the compensation paid to them. To 
secure fitness and competency of appointees 
to office, and to remove from political action 
demorilizing madness for spoils civil service 
reform has found a place in our public policy 
and laws. The benefits already gained through 
the instrumentality and the further usefulness 
it promises, entitlé it to the hearty support and 
encouragement of all who desire to see our 
public service well performed, or who hope for 
the elevation of political sentiment and the 
purification of political methods. 

Monopolies and Competition. 

The existence of immense aggregations of 
kindred enterprises and combinations of busi- 
ness interests formed for the purpose of lim- 
iting production and fixing prices, is inconsist- 
ent with the fair field which ought to be open 
to every independent activity. Legitimate 
strife in business should not be suppressed 
by enforced concession to the demand of com- 
binations that have power to destroy, nor 
should the people to be served lose the benefit 
of the cheapness which usually results from 
wholesome competition. These aggregations 
and combinations frequently constitute con- 
spiracies against the interests of people and 
in all their phases they are unnatural and op- 
posed to our American sense of fairness. To 
the extent that they can be reached and re- 
strained by the federal power, the general goy- 
ernment should relievé our citizens from their 
interference and exactions. 

The loyalty to the principles upon - which 
our government rests, positively demands 
that equality before the law which it guaran- 
tees to every citizen should justly and in good 
faith be conceded in all parts of the land. 
The enjoyment of this right follows the badge 
of citizenship wherever found, and unimpair- 
ed by race or color, it appeals for 
recognition to American manliness and fair. 
ness.

gnost sincere, harmonius and disinterested 
effort. Even if insuperable obstacles and op- 
position prevent the consummation of our 
task, we shall hardly be excused, and if 
failure can be traced to our fault or neglect 
we may be sure the people will hold us to 
swift and exacting accountability. 

The oath 1 now take to preserve, protect 
and defend the constitution‘ of the United 
States not only impressively defines the great 
responsibility I assume, but suggests obedi- 
ence to constitutional command as the rule 
by which my official conduct must be guided. 
I shall, to the best of my ability and within 
my sphere of duty preserve the constitution 
by loyuily protecting every grant of federal 
power it contains, by defending all 
its restraints when attacked by impatience 
and restlessness, and by enforcing its limita- 
tions and resevations in favor of states and 
people. Fully impressed with the gravity of 
the duties that confront me and mindful of 


my weakness, I should be appalled if it were | 


my lot to bear unaided the responsibilities 
which await me. I am, however, saved from 
discouragement when { remembe@ that i 
shall have the support and counsel and co-op- 
eration of wise and patriotic men who will 
stand ai my side in cabinet places or will 
represent the people in their legislative halls. 
I find also much comfort in remembering that 
my countrymen are just and generous and 
in the assurancé that they will not con- 
demn those who, by sincere devotion to their 
service, deserve their forbearance and approval, 
Above all, I know there is a supreme 
being who rules the affairs of men and whose 
goodness and mercy have always followed the 
American people; and I know He will not 
turn from us now, if we humbly and rever- 
ently seek His powerful aid.

THE GREAT PARADE. 


Thousands in Line—A Wonderfdl Demon- 
. stration It Was. 

The troops who had, been stamping their 
feet endeavoring to keep warm, formed in 
line at 2:10 o’clock. After the usual rid- 
ing about of orderlies, the line of procession 
was started, General Martin T. McMahon, 
grand marshal, leading the way, followed 
by his staff. At the senate wing of the 
capitol, the marshal and his aides halted 
until Cleveland and Harrison could enter a 
carriage and take their places in line. The 
first division,consisting of uniformed troops, 
moved down the hill around the capitol to 
the Pearce monument on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, where other organizations fell in line 
and began the march up the broad asphalt 
avenue. Guns at Fort Meyer, at Washing- 
ton barracks, and at the navy yard, thun- 
dered out a presidential salute when Mr. 
Harrison left the white house and again 
— President Cleveland took the oath of 
office. . 


¢ 
The Great Parade. 

A detailed and itemized report of a great 
parade, is of course, impossible, when a 
mere enumeration of the various regiments, 
companies, posts and other organizations 
participating occupies three newspaper col- 
umns. But some of the notes and inci- 
dents of the parade are here set down at 
random: Among the magnificently mount- 
ed special aides who rode behind Grand 
Marshal McMahon, and his chief of staff, 
General W. D. Whipple, were representa- 
tives from every state and territory in the 
unign. The guard of honor of President 
Cleveland consisted of one hundred mem- 
bers of the New York Business Men’s 
Cleveland and Stevenson Association, rep- 
resenting fifteen mercantile organizations 
in the Empige City. The passage of the 
president alohg*the avenue was one contin- 
val ovation of the most enthusiastic kind. 
The steady tramp of superbly drilled hat- 
talions of regulars, under command of Gen- 


| eral Brooks, forming his escort; the sugges- 


tive rumble of gun carriages, and the sol- 
dierly bearing of young cadets, all helped 
‘to keep the enthusiasm alive. 

The fine appearance and splendid discip- 
line of the district militia elicted repeated 
cheering. 

Novel Features of the Parade. 

A feature dstinctively novel was intro- 
duced into the parade by the engineering 
corps. This was the releasing of a number 
of carrier pigeons, with messages relating 
to the success of the inauguration, destined 
for Philadelphia, Baltimore, Annapolis and 
other points. Still another original feat- 
ure was afforded by a military bicycle com- 
pany, who, mounted upon their wheels, and 
retaining full control of them at the same 
time, handled their small arms with a dex- 
terity that indicated that this innovation in 
military tactics lacked nothing of success. 

Recollections of Homestead came to 
many of the spectators when Governor Pat- 
tison, of Pennsylvania, rode by at the head 
of fifteen regiments of blue-coated Pennsyl- 
vania troops, marching like veterans who 
had seen service and equipped with all the 
essentials for active operations in the field. 
Major General Snowden was in command 
of the Pennsylvania forces, with Generals 
Gobin, Wiley and Dechert commanding 
brigades. 

Fitzhugh Lee Cheered. 

The appearance of gray-coated General 
Fitzhugh Lee, of Virginia, in command of 
the third division, was the signal of a re- 
newal of the enthusiastic ovation which 
greeted him when he appeared in line on 
the occasion of Mr. Cleveland's first inau- 
guration. Part of this demonstration was 
undoubtedly due to General Lee’s personal 
popularity; part tg the name he bears, and 
part, perhaps, to the relief which his ap- 
pearance, with his well appointed staff, af- 
forded to the 
“quarters of an hour’ consumed by the 
passage of the Pennsylvania troops. 

The Governors’ Procession. 

Thereafter came the procession of govern- 
ors, all of whom were cheered. There was 
an understanding on the part of the exec- 
utive committee that the order of prece- 
dence should follow the order in which each 
of the states entered the union. This 
was not quite followed out. Some of the 
governors—Fliower, of New York, for in- 
stance—preferred to ride in carriages in 
the civic. half of the parade rather than ap- 
pear om horseback at the heads of their 
troops. Governor Wertz, of New Jersey, 
and his staff, escorted by a company of 
New Jersey .militia, were followed by Gov- 
ernor Northen, of Georgia, with the Geor- 
gia Hussars for escort. Governor Morris, 
of Connecticut, was recognized and cheered. 
Youthful looking» and popular Governor 
Russell, of Massachusetts, was greeted with 
the «same running salvo of cheers which 
has followed his every appearance in pub- 
lie during the last few years, since his 
phenomenal success in Massachusetts poli- 
tics. Alongside of Governor Frank Brown, 
of Maryland, rode a color bearer carrying the 
original flag of Lord Baltimore, the first 
English governor of Maryland. The Mary- 
land troops made a fine show. Governor 
Tillman, of South Carolina, sitting 
upright as an Indian, led the  pictur- 
esque Palmetto Guards, whose organization 
has a record extending back to the Mexican 
war.

Waiting in the Cold. 

Fifteen thousand souls, more or less, that 
patiently awaited the approach of the pres- 
idéfifial’ party to the reviewing stand in 
the grounds of the white house, will prob- 
ably never forget the experiences of the 
day. Fl play was afforded the northwest 
wind in the open space between the treas- 
ury and the army and navy building, and 
it tore ground and about, roaring down 
the avenue, whistling through trees, pick- 
ing up snow and carrying it into the eyes 
amd ears and n ils, forming a semi-cir 
cle of white flakes, stripping the bunting 
that decorated the stands from its place 
and causing <imbers to creak until more 
than once the advance occupants of the 

residential stands were inclined to aban- 
Ron their advantageous posts. Two of the 
big branches of a stately elm that towered 
with dignity to the right of the space en- 
closed tor the presidential party broke with 
a snap. ith every succeeding blast of 
wind the temperature grew colder. 

A heart} cheer greeted President Cleve- 
land’s appearance on the reviewing stand, 
and the sLouts redoubled as he took his 
place in a conspicuous projection of the 
structure, where he stood during the par- 
ade. He was soon followed by Mrs. Cleve- 
land, Mrs. Stevenson, Mrs. Lamont and 
other ladies who had been with the presi- 
dential party allday. They came at a mo- 
ment when the crowd was interested in the 
passing troops and their presence was un- 
noticed. 

“Forward, March !”’ 


As the president appeared before the mul- 
titude, and while the cheers were sound- 
ing in his. honor, an aide of the grand mar- 
shal, stationed opposite the reviewing stand, 
galloped at full speed down Pennsylvania 
avenue, and gave the signa] for the march 
to be resumed. Bugles sounded “forward 
march;” officers repeated the command, 
and the line of march was again taken up 
from the point where the head of the col- 
umn halted, opposite the treasury depart- 
ment. Great crowds about the white house 
- were enthusiastic from -.the beginning and 
kept time with their feet and hands to the 
music of the bands in an ¢ndeavor to keep 
warm and get rid of surplus hilarity. 

As Marti McMahon marshal of the 

rade, passed Mr. Cleveland and saluted, 
S was greeted with oheers and the New 
York Business Men’s Cleveland and Steven- 
son club which had formed the president's 
escort to and from the capitol, came in for 
their share of applause. Mr. Cleveland 
followed his own precedent in saluting only 
the national flag when it passed him. He 
also occasionally bowed to personal acquaint- 
ances and political friends in the parade. 
He stood on the standin the face of the 
howling wind, impassive and dignified, not 
seeming to mind the cold waves 
of the drifted snow that was carried 
in his face. His overcoat was buttoned 
tightly about his throat. During the whole 
time the parade whs passing, Mr. Cleve- 
land stood in one position and carefully 
scanned the lines of marching men. 


the Ovation to I ee. 


The enthusiasm of the multitude in the 
vicinity of the reviewing stand was not 
half rented, until Gen&ral Fitzhugh Lee 
made his appearance at the head of the 
third division. ‘The ovation that had been 
given him all along the route of the parade 
apparently reached its highest point as he 
saluted the new president. Cheer followed 
cheer and those on the stand with the pres- 
ident joined in the demonstration with as 
much spirit as did those along the curb- 
stone. The shouts were taken up with re- 
newed vigor when the president returned 
General Lee’s salutation, and long after 
the ex-governor had passed, the echo of 
the cheers in his honor came to those of 
tthe presidential party. The picturesque 
figure of Governor Tillman, of Sonth Car- 
olina, with a broad-brimmed slouch hat on 
his head, mounted on a handsome bay, came 
in for his share of the enthusiastic feeling 
that had begun to animate the crowd. 

Georgia Hussars Complimented. 

In ghe entire line of the paradg, the only 
command that marched in full uniform wus 
the Georgia Hussars, of Savannah, Ga. 
They took-off their overcoats, threw them 
across their saddles and rode the cap- 
| itol to the white house in the face of the 
storm without them. Governor Northen 
complimented the command for their hand- 
some appearance and soldierly bearing. 

It was exactly 7 o’clock when the last 
rank went by the white house and disband- 
ed in front of the army department; so thar 
the parade had occupied but ten minutes 
short of five hous in passing in review.

A gale or tornado can be determined 
in each case by the wind direction. In a 
tornado the wind at any point in its track 
‘blows from all directions within a few 
minutes or even seconds during ‘its pas- 
sage. In a gale the wind direction will 
ebange gradually in direction. One is a 
straight wind, the other an atmospheric 
whirlpool. 

“The future course of this storm will 
probably be to the northeast along the 
Gulf stream. Heavy gales may be ex: 
pected to follow on the entire seaboard 
from Cape Hatteras to Nova Scotia.” 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


The cold wave indeed struck Atlanta yester- 
day with full force. Northern Georgia expe 
rienced the coldest weather yesterday of any 
section of the country as far south. The high- 
est temperature in Atlanta yesterday was 28 
degrees, only 2 degrees higher than that re- 
corded in the far northwest at Huron, South 
Dakota. In the east, near the Atlantic 
coast, even as far north as Norfolk, Baltimore 
and New York city, the maximums for the 
day were from 2 to 8 degrees higher than 
Atlanta’s.

Telling Them What Disposition to Make 
of His Body—He Asks the Hotel 
Keeper’s Pardon for His Act, 


Will Hornady’s death in Houston, Tex., 
night before last was a sad blow to his 
many Atlanta friends. 

At first there were very few who knew 
the bright boy that could credit the story 
that he had wilfully taken his own Nife. 
Those who knew the young man recalled 
his happy, genial disposition and his abil- 
ity to make money and could not believe 
that he would suicide. 

The Rev. Dr. Hornady has been very 
ill for a long time, and the shock coming, 
as it did,:- was a most terrible blow. Dr. 
Hornady has long been one of Atlanta’s 
most popular and able ministers, and has 
friends all over the state who will be 
deeply grieved to learn of this, his great 
est bereavement. 

Special telegrams from Houston, Tex., 
show that young Hornady went about 
the work with the greatest coolness. He 
first went to a clothier’s and selected 
what articles he thought he wanted to be 
buried in, and then asked that they be 
laid aside for him. He then went to the 
hotel and wrote a note to the proprietor 
and to the undertaker, telling them what 
he was going to do and directing them in 
the disposition of nis matters after his 
death. The body will probably reach At 
lanta today. So far no .arrangements 
for the funeral have been made. 


Houston, Tex., March 4.—(Special.)— 
About the first of February a young man of 
good personal appearance and engaging 
manners, a newspaper illustrative artist 
by profession. who gave his name as W. 
Nelson Hornady, appeared in Galveston 
and soon secured employment at his busi- 
ness. 

In Galveston it was alleged that his bor- 
rowing of money and, purchasing of goods 
on a credit were so extensive as to cause 
him to leave and come to Houston, where 
he introduced himself and Was soon ac- 
quainted in newspaper circles. He at- 
tempted to borrow from several persons and 
secured some cash and then left. On a tel- 
egram from Sheriff Ellis he was arrested 
in San Antonio and was returned here 
Thursday night. 

Upon arrival here he was released by 
Sheriff Ellis. He went to the hotel and 
was assigned a room. Later, he went to 
the telegraph office and wired his father, 
Rev. H. C. Hornady, of Atlanta, Ga., for 


He likewise visited a number of .stores 
and saw the afternoon newspaper inenh 
who were prevailed upon to make the state 
ment that his trouble had been settled. He 
returned to the Grand Central and went to 
his room and Jaid down. A telegram, com- 
ing for him, Mr. Lawler went up to in- 
quire if an answer had come from his 
father, but he said no, it was from San An- 
tonio, 

This, however, proved to be untrue as it 
was the telegram he had sent that had 
been refused. About 8 o’clock a servant 
was sent to Hornady’s room and he found 
the door locked. Mr. Lawler went up 
stairs and forced an entrance to the room 
Where he found Hornady apparently in a 
dying condition. He at once summoned 
Dr. Red and Dr. Honston. They found 
that Hornady had injected morphine in 
his left arm in five places and gave as their 
opinion that he could not survive. Two 
letters were found on a table in the room. 
One of them is as follows: 

Mr. James Lawler, Houston, March 3.—Dear 
Sir: Before injecting the drug which will 
end my existence here I write to express my 
appreciation of your leniency and kindness to 
me. 

I regret being forced to commit this act 
here, but were I to go off and stay any 
length of time you would inquire as to my 
whereabouts and thereby defeat my object. 
I trust that the money will be sent so as to 
prevent your being loser. Again thanking 
you, I remain yours very truly, 

W. NELSON HORNADY.

I like 
Atlanta and will continue to live here as 
long as I can get along as well as I have 
been ‘ever since I came here. I have 
put some money in several enterprises which

“I will decide about that later on, how- 
ever, and will be ready to go into my new 
line of work whenever Mr. Cleveland says 
I shall leave this office. My time is not out 
until September ist and while I do not 
know t will be Mr. Cleveland’s ideas 
and plans about the matter, I hardly think 
that I will be called upon to vacate the of- 
fice before the time is out. My commission 
is dated September, 1889, and is for four

A HEAVY RATE OF MORTALITY. 


The Death List for the Last Two Months Has 
Been Excessively Large in Atianta. 
Lying ‘on one of the desks in the office of 
Solicitor Hill yesterday afternoon was a 
very heavy batch of papers. 
- “Do you see those papers,”’ said Mr. John 
béonashas. indicating the pile with his 


finger. 

“Yes,” was the reply, as a look of ¢uri- 
osity spread over the face of the. person 
addressed, in anticipation of what was 
coming. y 

“Well, those papers will give you an idea 
of the number of deaths which ‘have oc- 
curred in this county since the middle of 
last January. They have been turned over 
_to this office by the coroner, and represent 
his services to the county during. that 
length of time.”’ 

An exauiination of the documents re 
vealed that in the pile there were twenty- 
six papers, showing that since the 18th of 
January, that number of sudden deaths 
had occurred in Atlanta, and in the neigh- 
borhood around the city. 

“Of course that number is unusual, and 
perhaps during the same length of time from 
now. on the number will fail to reach one- 
half or even one-third of that amount. 
The deaths which required the servics of 
the coroner were not of them white per- 
sons, Of course, and many of them were 
children. Still the number of adults who 
have come to their death by sudden or 
violent causes, during the last few weeks, 
has been unprecedented.”
